RARE IN STATE 


H arrisburg.—A 
survey 
of 
white 
pine blister rust disclosed that it is of 
comparatively rare occurrence in Penn­ 
sylvania outside of Wayne county, W. 
A. McCubbin, plant pathologist, de­ 
clared in a report recently. 
In Pike, Monroe and Lackawanna 
county', a survey this year disclosed 
single cases in each county and infec­ 
tion in only two plants of the black 
currant in each county. In both Pike 
and Monroe counties white pine plan­ 
tations near the currants were found 
to be free from the disease and 
in 
I^ackawanna county there was no pine 
near the bushes.

classed as a host of the disease.
